Therefoze as J cannot but comend 
his wiſedome, which in banquecing 
keedes moſt vpon that, that doth nouriſh 
beft; ſo mult J diſpꝛaiſe his methode in 
wziting. which following the courſe of 
amoꝛzous Poets, dwelleth longeſt in 
thole pointes, that pꝛoſite leaſt;and like 
a wanton whelpe, leaueth the game, to 
runne riot.

Rippe vp the gelden ball, that Nero 
conſecrated to lupiter Cappitollinus, 
por ſhall haue it ſtuffed with the ſwa⸗ 
uinges of his Beard: pul off the viſary 
that Poets maſke in, you ſhall diſcloſe 
their repꝛoch, bewꝛay their vanitie, loch 
their wantonnclle, lament their folly, 
and perceiue their ſharpe ſayings to be 
placed as Pearles in Dunghils, freſh 
pictures on rotten walles, chaſt Mas 
trons apparell on common Curteſans, 

Theſe are the Cuppes of Circes, that 
turne reaſonable Creatures into bzute

Max- 
imus Tyrius taketh vppon him to de- 
fend the diſcipline of theſe doctoꝛss vn⸗ 
der the name of Homer, wꝛeſting the 
raſhnes of Aiax, to valour; y cowardice 
of VIiſſes, to Pollicte;the dotage of Ne- 
ſtor, to graue counſellʒ and the battaile

with often touching ware angry, e run 
the longer without healing. He attribu⸗ 
teth the beginning of vertue to Miner 
ua, of friendſhip to Venus, & the roote 
of all handy crafts to Vulcan;but ik he 
had bꝛoke his arme alwel as his legge, 
when he fel out of heauen into Lemnos, 
either Apollo muſt haue plaped the 
Boneſetter, o2 euery occupation beene 
laide a water.

And the ſame Tyrius that lapes ſuch a

excellent Cooke among the Greekes. 
almuch honozed fot his confections, as 
Phidias foz bis caruing. But when he 
came to Sparta, thinking there to2 his 


Cunning tobe acccũted a Cod, the good 


lawes of Licurgus and cuſtome of the 
coũtry were to hot foꝛ his diet. The go⸗ 
uernoꝛs baniſhed him & his art, & al the 
inhabitants following the ſteppes of 
their P2eveceſſo2s,vict not with dain⸗ 
ties to pꝛouoke appetite, but with la- 


bour t trauel to whette their ffomacks | 


to their meate. I may well liken Ho- 
mer to Mithecus, & Poets to Cookes

hurtfull,as healththie; ? Mater is daun-

thed Ouid: And Nero when he char · 
ged Lucan, to put vp his pipes, to ſtay 
his penne and wꝛite no moꝛe. Burrus 
and Seneca the ſchoolemaiſter of Ne- 
ro are flowted and hated of the people, 
fo2 teaching their Scholler the ſong; of 
Artis. Foz Dion ſaith, that the hearing 
thercok wzoonge laughter and teares 
from moſt ofthoſe that were then about 
him.ZQherby J indge that they ſcoꝛned 


the folly of the teachers, and lamented 


the krenʒie ol the Scholer, who being 
Emperour of Rome, and bearing the 
weight of the whole common wealth 
vpon his ſhoulders, was eaſter to bee 


d2awne to vanitie by wanton Poets, 


then to good gouernment vy the father- 
ly counſell ot graue Senatoꝛs, They 
were condemned to dye by the lawes of 
the Heathens , which inchaunted the

his Idol in Delos a Bowe, and at the 
other, the thꝛee Graces with thꝛee ſun- 
dꝛie inſtruments, of which one was a 
pype, and ſome waiters affirme that he 


ppped himſelfe now and than. 


Poetrie and pyping, haue alwayes 
been lo vnited togither, that til the time 
of Melanippides, Pipers were Poets 
hyerlings. But marke J pꝛap vou, how 
they are now both abuſed, 

The right vle of auncient Poetrie 
was to haue the notable exploptes of 
woozthy Captaines,the holeſome conn 
cels of good fathers,and vertuous liues 


_ ofp2eveceſſo2s ſet downe in numbers, 


and ſong; to the Jnſtrument at ſolemne 
feaſtes, that the ſound of the one might 
dzaw the hearers from kifling the cup 


© £eoooften;the ſenſe of the other put them 
in minde ok things paſk, and chaulk out 


the wap to do the like. Akter this maner 
were 


of abuſe. - 
were the Bzotians trained from rude⸗ 


inſtructed Tyrteæus verſe, The Ar- 


giues by the melody of Teleſia, And 


the Lesbians by Alcæus Odes.
